The Doctor

Glandular fever, 
or 
infectious 


mononucleosis, is a peculiar con- 
dition, probably an infection. 
If 


some infectious agent— a germ or 
virus— is responsible, however, il 
has not yet been identified. 


The condition usually starts with 


.a slight loss of appetite, a feeling of 
general distress, and vague pains. 
Moderate fever is usual. In severe 
cases nausea, vomiting, and some 
pain in the abdomen is also pres- 
ent. Even in mild cases headache 
and a feeling of lethargy and weak- 
ness is common. The lymph glands 
in the neck, and sometimes in other 


'parts of the body, are likely to be 
enlarged. 


These symptoms 
are not 
suffi- 


cient to make a diagnosis, because 
they, may be present in .other con- 
ditions. The blood,, however, shows, 
characteristic .changes. 'The num- 
ber' of' white cells, or leukocytes, 
is increased. When a drop of blood 
is smeared on a glass slide, stained, 
and examined under a microscope, 
a peculiar type of cell can be seen. 


A special test of Ihe blood, called 


the hcterophil antibody test, is also 
helpful in diagnosis. - Indeed, this 
test is the most important method 
used in diagnosis. '

1. Let's take a look at the aver- 
age British miner today. His aver- 
age age is over 45, for his son who 
would have been working with him 
was called up during the war to 
fight, and the son, well, he just 
isn't coming back.

Brazil Police 
Halt Commie 
Publication

tlio DC Janeiro, ,T,-in. P, — r/p)— 


Police fought today with Commj- 
nists aUcmpJing to publish an edi- 
tion of their newspaper, in the wake 
oi. congressional action withdraw- 
ins the last vcstiKc of legality from 
the Brazilian Communist parly.

machineguns, when 
workers

fused to halt presses printing an 
edition covering the action by the 
Chamber of Deputies 
last

The edition was being printed jn 
the plant formerly used by

Popular, which was suspended for 
Hs attacks on the government dur- 
ing the debate on -the bill to oust 
Communist legislators. 


President E'urjca Caspar Dulra 


sinned the anti-Communist bill into 
law soon after the Chamber 
of 


Deputies acted. Communists affect- 
ed included a senator, 11 deputies, 
00 state legislators and 18 mem- 
bers of the Rio De Janeiro city 
council. The Senate had passed the 
bill previously. 


The outburst cnme when Police 


Inspector Fredgard Martins sought 
to enforce an order to close 
tlic 


newspaper for 15 days. He v/as re- 
fused admittance to the plant and 
returned later with 10 police. The 
workers were ordered to open the 
door. 


Pistol shots 
from 
within an- 
swered the order. The 10 police- 
men "fiied pistols into the door as 
not sirens shrieked. A carload of 
•10 reel-capped shock police rolled 
UD. tinned with tommyguns. They 
raced toward the door under fire 
mid sprayed the shop with bullefs. 
Then they blasled helps in the grat- 
ing, through which they shot tear 
Ras. nnuscriting gas and asphyxia- 
tion RDS. The Communists

hurled incendiary bombs and hand 
grenades at the doorway, but none 
landed outside.
